a tax tag and a name plate,

the ny use and address of the owner in 
English ;if the dog so found does have 
a collar and a tag the owner of the dog 
must first lie notified to keep his dog 
off the land in question or have his 
dog killed, in whichcaso if the dog again 
comes ou the laud iii question the own 
er of the land may kill it."

Ottawa and Asked Support For His 


Revision Policy This Winter. 


Ottawa, la., Sept 30.—The two day*’ 
visit to Iowa is finished and President 
Tatt left insurgent territory until his 
return through the northwest late in 
October. 
The 
president ended his 
apee-ehtuaking here, us lie began It, 
discussing the tariff. 
He had an audience of some 3000 
people, and he impressed upon them 
again his desire for their support next 
winter when he will recommend a 
tariff revision in accordance with the 
demands of their state 
Republican 
platforms, and gained the crowd's ap­ 
plause with his earnest promise that 
be had pledged to do with r»s p e d to 
the tariff. He told them that he ex­ 
pected, as president, to be criticised 
by the press and by politicians, but 
that he felt certain the common sense 
of the people would go behind such 
censure and judge the situation upon 
the facts. Support from the Republi­ 
cans of Iowa, if he conforms next win­ 
ter with the dictates ol their platform, 
is the plea that 
the president has 
sounded in every addles* which be 
has made on the* tariff in this state, 
and it seems to have taken will with 
his audience. 
The president gained Senator Cum­ 
min*, who has consistently opposed 
him in nearly every policy, to the sup- 
l>ort of his arbitration treaties. The 
insurgent 
senators 
capitulation fol­ 
lowed upon the heels 
of 
a 
peace 
speech which the president made at 
Des Moines 
before an audience of 
4006 people. 
The applause of th# crowd was em­ 
phatic, and at the conclusion of the 
address Senator Cummins, who for the 
first and only time during the presi­ 
dent’s visit, was upon the platform 
with him, began to disc us* the treat­ 
ies which the president as he was 
leaving the hall. 
The senator pointed 
c ut a number of provisions which he 
thought should lie altered.

tion 
has been tendered to Richter 
in tho past, but be bas refiiM-d to ac­ 
cept It, declaring that it would require 
all hi* time and be could not neglect 
his busine**. 
In connection with the next league 
meeting It is rumored that Burney 
Dreyfuss of l’ittsburg will lead the 
fight to prevent Fogel of Philadelphia 
and Russell of Boston from luting. 
It is understood now that should these 
men become insistent In their desire 
to vote Dreyfuss will expose the whole 
structure of “syndicate baseball” and 
will endeavor to prove not only to the 
directors, but to the public at large, 
that not only does the Chicago club 
own the Phi I lies. but the New York 
National league club coutnd* Presi­ 
dent Russell and the Boston Nationals.

The Companies Refuse to Recognize 


the New Federation of Shop Em­ 


ployes. 


Chicago, Sept. IO.—The long th re a t­ 
ened strike of shopmen on the H arri­ 
man lines, including the Illinois Cen­ 
tral, becam e a reality this morning, 
wbeu about 35,090 men in thirty-one 
cities, from New Orleans to San Fran­ 
cisco, quit work. Five unions are in­ 
volved. 
The union presidents say more than 
90 per ce nt of the men have quit work. 
The fight, they Hay, is likely to prove 
long drawn out. The railroads, on the 
other hand, say a great majority of 
the men re!used to leave their work. 
The railroads are in good shape to 
stand a strike now, acc ording to th' ir 
ofRc ials. A retrenchm ent order recent* 
ly issued reduced the num ber of em ­ 
ployes nearly 25 per cent, and there 
is a sufficient num ber of idle men in 
all tr a its to permit the roads to keep 
their shops running, even if all of tne 
men go out. 
This was denied by President Kline, 
of the blacksmith.-* union, who said the 
men the railroads are counting on to 
Ail the plac es ut strikers are men who 
were laid off recently and who are 
union men and would refuse to work 
during a strike. 
The strike was ordered because the 
railroads for the third time flatly re­ 
fused to recognize the Federation of 
Shop Fin ploy es in the m anner that 
they now deal with the individual un­ 
ions comprised in tile federation. 
It is said that both the Union P a­ 
cific 
and 
Southern Pacific system s 
have for the last three m onths been 
preparing for a strike and have had 
every piece of rolling stock in the 
shops, so that it is all in th e best pos­ 
sible condition 
The opinion wa* ex­ 
pressed today that the shops could be 
shut down for tw o or th ree months 
before the condition of the rolling 
stock would interfere seriously with 
the operation of the roads 
The clerks* strike, which already 
has handicapped shipping on the illi­ 
nois Central and the Yazoo Sc Missis­ 
sippi in the- south, has spread to the 
freight handlers in New Orleans, PKI 
men walking out.

out because of the refusal of the rail­ 
road to grant a wage increase.

Electricity From the Stare. 
experim ents conducted in Ireland. lf 
they sire to be trusted, reveal ti distinct 
electrom otive force exercised by Hie 
stars. 
Using a reflecting telescope of 
tw o feet aperture to concentrate the 
star rays mid a sensitive electrometer 
to note their influence, the experim ent­ 
ers had reason to believe that they 
were able not only to detect, but to 
measure, 
the electrom otive force of 
both stars and planets. To Venus, for 
example, they ascribed a force of about 
se^ enteon one--hundredths of a volt and 
to Ju p ite r a force of at least three one- 
hnm’redths of a volt.

Ju p ite r only a part of the planet’s light 
fell upon tile electrometer, h o that the 
exporimontors inferred that his entire 
Influence must he much greater than 
that stated.
